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1969  LEGISLATIVE  AMENDMENTS 

The  Board  of  Registration  for  Professional  Engineers 
and  Land  Surveyors  has  been  making  the  necessary  changes 
in  procedure  to  regulate  and  abide  by  the  1969  Legislative 
Amendments  which  included:

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NATIONAL  COUNCIL  OF  ENGINEERING  EXAMINERS 

■ 

The  Montana  State  Board,  of  Registration  for  Professional 
Engineers  and  Land  Surveyors  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Council  of  Engineering  Examiners.   This  organization  was 
founded  in  1920  and  membership  includes  all  fifty  states, 
Canal  Zone,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 

The  purpose  of  this  council  is  to  provide  an  organization 
through  which  state  boards  may  act  and  counsel  together  to 
better  discharge  their  responsibilities  in  regulating  the 
practice  of  engineering  as  it  relates  to  the  welfare  of  the 
public  in  safeguarding  life,  health  and  property,  by  the 
following: 

1.  Improvements  in  engineering  registration  laws, 
their  administration  and  effectiveness 

2.  Uniformity  of  standards  and  practices  in  engineering 
registration 

3.  General  acceptance  of  inter-board  recognition  of 
registration  of  engineers 

4.  By  defining  and  maintaining  nationally  recognized 
qualifications  for  professional  engineering  registration 

In  August,  1969,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  this  organization.   He  contributed  to  a  Model  Law 
which  is  used  by  many  of  the  states  in  revising  registration 
laws,  providing  greater  uniformity  of  qualifications  for 
registration,  raising  the  qualifications  to  a  higher  level 
of  accomplishment  and  to  simplify  the  interstate  registration 
of  engineers. 

In  May,  1970,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  attended  the  Western  Zone 
States  District  meeting  of  this  organization,  where  he  served 
on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee. 

This  council  furnishes  a  national  examination  for  Montana's 
yearly  professional  engineer  and  engineer-in-training  examina- 
tion dates. 

Through  this  affiliation,  Montana  has  updated  its  laws  to  reflect 
modern  engineering  requirements  and  improvements  in  registration 
qualifications. 
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PRINCIPAL  GOALS 

A  cooperative  project  is  underway  with  all  fifty 

states,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico,  Virgin  Islands  and  the  Canal  Zone 

in  planning  a  standard  form  to  be  used  in  verifying  interstate 
registration  of  applicants. 

Studies  are  being  made  for  microfilming  all  pertinent 
information  contained  on  the  permanent  record  files  of  all 
professional  engineer  and  land  surveyor  registrants  for  a 
permanent  recording. 

Board  members  are  working  on  sample  syllabus  outlines 
to  be  sent  to  inviduals  requesting  examination  information. 

A  study  is  being  made  on  the  program  structure  of 
bureau  licensing  proposals  made  by  the  Montana  Commission  on 
Executive  Reorganization.   Members  of  the  organization  and  a 
representative  from  the  Governor's  office  met  with  the  Board 
at  a  regular  meeting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  is  working  on  a  national  level 
in  improving  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  National  Council 
of  Engineering  Examiners.   This  study  will  in  turn  help  the 
Montana  Board  to  improve  existing  state  by-laws. 
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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS

As  a  working  board.. not  an  advisory  board,  members 
during  the  fiscal  year  have: 

Reviewed  450  applications  for  registration  as  professional 
engineers  or  land  surveyors 

Conducted  written  examinations  for  34  engineers 

Conducted  written  examinations  for  17  land  surveyors 

Conducted  written  examinations  for  110  engineers-in-training 

Conducted  one  oral  examination  for  professional  engineer 

Granted  certification  to  244  professional  engineers  and  land 
surveyors 

Members  of  the  board  attended  investigation  meetings 
relative  to  a  violation  case  which  is  currently  pending  in  court. 

The  Board's  counsel  has  drawn  up  a  form  on  which  complaints 
of  violations  of  professional  ethics  will  be  formally  filed  with 
the  board  by  individuals  requesting  disciplinary  action. 

Training  seminars  were  held  at  the  colleges  in  Butte  and 
Bozeman  for  those  wishing  to  review  material  necessary  to  qualify 
in  passing  examinations  for  professional  registration. 

Two  land  surveyor  Board  members  prepared  the  Montana  Land 
Surveyor  Examination  which  was  given  in  December,  1969. 

Board  members  conducted  impressive  ceremonies  during  National 
Engineer  Week  in  various  Montana  cities  in  granting  certification 
to  new  engineers  and  land  surveyors.
